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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Prior art falls to show or suggest a multiple output illumination system comprising 
a first reflector having a first and second focal points, a second reflector having a third 
and fourth focal points, the third focal point being proximate to the first focal point, the 
fourth focal point being distal from the second focal point, a source of electromagnetic 
radiation proximate the first and third focal points, a first light pipe having an input end 
proximate the second focal point and the second light pipe having an input end 
proximate the fourth focal point. 

Prior art fails to show or suggest a multiple output illumination system or a 
method of using such a device comprising a first reflector having a first focal point, a 
second reflector having a second focal point, the second focal point being proximate to 
the first focal point, a source of electromagnetic radiation proximate the first and second 
focal points which produce first rays of radiation which reflected by the first reflector 
toward the first intermediate reflector and which produce second rays of radiation which 
reflected by the second reflector toward the second intennediate reflector, a third 
reflector having a third focal point receiving the first rays of radiation from the first 
intermediate reflector and converging them to a third focal point, a fourth reflector 
having a fourth focal point receiving the second rays of radiation from the second 
intermediate reflector and converging them to a fourth focal point, a first light pipe 
having an input end proximate the third focal point and the second light pipe having an 
input end proximate the fourth focal point.
